affectionate zeal of Tarachund, 
theie Minister, appears to suf. 

Some breth- 
ren who had lately paid him a 
visit, reported, that he had al- 
most every evening visitors of 
all castes, with whom-he read 
sud conversed on the things of 
ihe Kingdom of God. It was 
vain, they said, to expect time
